ROOT  PRUNING 

The  nurserymen,  since  the  conception  of  the  nursery  business, 
have  not  had  the  advantages  of  labor  saving  machines  developed  for 
their  particular  use  to  the  extent  that  other  industries  have.  This 
has  been,  without  doubt,  one  of  the  biggest  drawbacks  to  the  proper 
care  in  planting,  transplanting,  and  root  pruning  on  a large  scale. 
The  labor  of  root  pruning  by  hand  is  out  of  the  question  for  the  cost 
of  such  operations  is  not  justified  by  the  price  obtained  for  the 
tree.  There  is  not  a doubt,  however,  that  if  this  could  be  economi- 
cally done  by  machinery,  it  would  be  of  great  value  in  producing 
better  trees  and  would  certainly  be  the  means  of  fewer  failures  in 
transplanting. 
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Mr.  G.  S.  Cole  of  the  Cole  Nursery  Co.  has  for  years  been 
developing  a digger  for  this  work.  The  difficulties  were  many.  In 
the  first  place,  there  was  not  a digger  to  be  bought  of  the  size  or 
strength  to  be  used  with  power  and  there  was  not  the  proper  method 
of  applying  power,  available.  The  digger  of  the  conventional  “U’ 
type,  even  when  made  in  sizes  weighing  up  to  a ton,  would  not 
stay  in  the  ground  for  any  disttance  on  account  of  plugging  on  the 
bottom  edge.  A digger  of  such  weight  cannot  be  taken  out  and 
cleaned  by  hand.  This  was  overcome  finally  by  designing  a blade 
of  such  shape  that  rubbish  came  to  the  top  of  the  ground,  where  ;t 
could  be  easily  cleaned  away.  At  the  same  time  it  was  discovered 
that  this  blade,  to  work  properly,  had  to  run  level,  instead  of  with 
the  usual  suction  given  the  “U”  blade.  This  blade  also  was  of 
much  easier  draft,  due  undoubtedly  to  the  fact  that  it  had  a shearing 
action. 

The  power  for  such  a digger  was  first  furnished  by  a tractor 
with  a home  made  drum  mounted  on  the  front  which  pulled  two 
half  inch  cables  of  one  thousand  feet  each.  This,  however,  did  not 
have  enough  power,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  was  geared  very  low. 
We  finally  purchased  a northwest  Crane  which  has  been  very  satis- 
factory in  pulling  a thirty-six  inch  digger  under  four  inch  trees  on 
a single  line,  without  difficulty.  On  larger  stock  we  shive  the  lines 
for  greater  power.  This  machine  has  a total  draft  of  twelve  tons 
on  a single  line. 

The  biggest  difficulty  encountered  was  the  finding  of  some 
method  of  equalizing  the  cables  or  steering  the  digger.  Several 
methods  were  tried  and  many  known  clutches,  brakes,  etc.,  proved 
a failure.  It  was  not  until  two  years  ago  that  a reliable  steering 
mechanism  was  designed  that  did  all  that  was  required.  The  ar- 
rangement is  a drum  holding  about  twenty  feet  of  cable  mounted 
on  each  beam,  with  a positive  brake  which  is  operated  by  a lever. 
The  cable  is  let  out  by  the  necessary  amount  for  equalization  by 
releasing  this  brake.  The  success  of  the  digger  has  been  due,  to  a 
large  extent,  to  this  method  of  steering,  for  even  with  the  proper 
power  and  digger,  it  must  be  kept  in  the  row  and  if  any  speed  is  to  be 
made,  it  must  be  steered  with  ease.  We  can  average  four  one  thou- 
sand foot  rows  an  hour  with  this  equipment. 

The  trouble  and  expense  of  such  equipment  is  just  beginning 
to  be  of  evidence  in  our  stock.  The  old  blocks  were  all  root 
pruned  by  this  method  three  or  four  years  ago.  Since  that  time  the 
younger  blocks  of  shade  and  evergreens  have  been  root  pruned.  In 
our  present  plantings  we  are  rowing  the  stock  two  ways  so  that 
the  use  of  power  for  root  pruning  and  digging  can  be  more  success- 
fully applied  and  more  thoroughly  done. 
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
